S far back as we can remember, there has 

been sporadic criticism of the straightaway 
course that cuts through the Belmont Park infield 
and comes out the wrong way of the track some- 
where in the general direction of the eighth-pole. 
It is, objectors say, hard to determine the order 
of the finish. Just why this should be an objec- 
tion in a day when an article of racing faith is 
that three experienced men placed squarely on 
the wire cannot determine the order of finish 
without a camera, we cannot say, but so it is. 
The Widener course is a chart-caller’s nightmare, 
to be sure, with its big fields of 2-year-old pour- 
ing almost head-on to the observer into the last 
furlong. But we hope the Widener course will 
be an everlasting fixture, for one reason above 
all: it is the only short cut practiced at Belmont 
Park. 

For many years, without any display, Belmont 
has been at or near the top of American tracks 
as ranked by the daily average distribution to 
horsemen. It is the home of the most searching 
test that 3-year-olds, colts or fillies, are given. 
It offers one of the two cup races left in America. 
Steadfastly Belmont has refused to lower its 
standards of competition, to decrease its dis- 
tances, to program betting races instead of horse 
races. And if anyone points now to the stagger- 
ing betting totals recorded at Belmont, it can be 
answered that this was true before pari-mutuels 
and before the days of high revenue. But we 
question whether even Belmont Park, all things 
considered, ever before had a program of the 
magnitude of that of last Saturday. 

Just what it cost Belmont Park to sell $25,000,- 
000 worth of war bonds on October 2 we are not 
prepared to say. There were two extra $10,000 
races to begin with. There was a flat forfeiture 
of the admission price of 31,336 people. There 
were innumerable minor expenses of promotion. 
But whatever the candle may have cost, the game 
was worth it. 

It was a great day of racing, too, with such 
stars of yesteryear as Exterminator and Earl 
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Sande on exhibition, and with the Futurity and 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup supported by races 
which might have featured the meeting at other 
tracks. Gross distribution for the day, including 
breeders’ prizes, was $134,955. It was a mighty 
effort, which cannot but gain friends for the 
sport which made it possible. 

This is, of course, to single out Belmont Park 
for conspicuous gallantry in action when a great 
many of the other tracks have done their share 
toward carrying the heat and burden of the day. 
The fund raised by racing for the war is nearing 
$3,000,000 for the season, and before the end of 
the year it will approximate $4,000,000. A con- 
siderable part of this, however, has been merely 
collected from the public and passed on for war 
relief. There is nothing the matter with this—we 
have no slightest criticism of extra days of rac- 
ing for purposes of charity—and many of the 
tracks which have held extended meetings for 
war relief have also contributed from their regu- 
larly scheduled sessions. There is, nevertheless, 
a distinction between collection and donation, 
though probably the war relief organizations will 
not concern themselves too much about it. 

We mention Belmont particularly, partly be- 
cause it brought off successfully a generous idea 
and a fine day of racing, and partly because Bel- 
mont is, we have been assured, the “frozen 
dowager” of American race tracks. Belmont is 
haughty. Belmont is cold. Belmont is utterly 
unlike those ‘‘friendly tracks’”’ which give a warm 
welcome to the customers, starvation purses to 
the horsemen, and $1,500 platers to the improve- 
ment of the breed of horses. When it was an- 
nounced that during the transplanted Saratoga 
meeting ordinary mortals with only two parents 
would be allowed in the Turf and Field Club, 
there were chortlings and thanksgiving among 
the commentators, suggestive of the joy of a 
Harlemite invited to Father Divine’s Heaven. 

Perhaps, now that all men are equal before the 
totalizator, this conception of Belmont Park will 
slip happily into oblivion. At all events, with its 
program last Saturday, Belmont has done a serv- 
ice to itself, to raeing, and to the nation.

Minor Matters 


HE TRA reports, without seeming to worry 

much over it, that the Spanish Jockey Club 
has passed a rule that horses imported into Spain 
from Great Britain and Ireland must carry a 12- 
pound penalty except in handicaps, where the 
handicapper can take care of matters. ... Ar- 
nold Hanger’s plant in Louisiana has an Army- 
Navy “E” pennant. ... The 25 stakes events 
which will be run at Pimlico this fall have drawn 
1,067 nominations, an increase over last year, 
when these stakes were scattered at the four 
major Maryland tracks. ... Jockey Johnny 
Adams is as good as in for leading jockey honors 
this year, and if you know who was the last pre- 
vious jockey to lead the list three times, you will 
save this department considerable research. Don’t 
bother to look in the last 50 years. .. . Supple- 
mentary nominations, which bobbed up every- 
where a few years ago, now seem on the way out, 
the Preakness now being the only major race to 
continue them. But without supplementary nom- 
inations, Count Fleet wouldn’t be a triple crown 
winner—he wasn’t in the Preakness or Belmont 
Stakes. On the other hand, maybe he’d have 
been put in originally if there had been no pro- 
vision for supplementary nominations. Trouble 
with supplementary nominations is that breeders 
find it cheaper to pay $1,500 or $2,000, if they 
turn up with a classic horse, than to name 10 or 
15 and keep up eligibility payments and then 
find they haven't a starting prospect after all. 


Registration Time 


VEN without the Futurity this bystander could 

tell it is October, because his mail has a 
pretty high percentage of inquiries about how, 
and where, to register foals. This is an old story, 
so old that long ago THE BLOoD-HORSE had a fold- 
er printed, answering the more obvious questions 
about registration and naming, for the benefit of 
its subscribers. But there is a tendency here 
toward exhortatory comment about recording the 
marking of foals with extreme accuracy and cor- 
rectness. Breeders sometimes have a few semi- 
affectionate remarks to make about Registrar 
Klees, of The Jockey Club, but you ought to hear 
Mr. Klees. He got three foal registrations out 
of the same mare one year, and it turned out the 
mare had been dead for a season or so. But most 
registry troubles result, not from fraud, but bad 
observation and worse draughtmanship. 

Some years ago a breeder came into THE BLoop- 
HORSE office, found this reporter idly tinkering 
with a typewriter, and asked for help filling out 
a registration blank. I asked if he had the foals 
with him, and he said no, they were over in Scott 
County somewhere, but he could tell me how they 
were marked. Matters went along fairly well 
until we got to a “large irregular star” on an 
equine forehead, and I more or less insisted that 
he draw the star himself, since I had no idea at 
all what it looked like. He took pen in hand, put 
his tongue firmly in the corner of his mouth, and 
drew the star. It was a very high class star, 
too—stuck out on both sides of the foal’s head

and covered part of one ear. You can imagine 
who wound up drawing the star, and also that 
any resemblance it had to the star on the foal 
was purely coincidental. 

This is the sort of thing that leads to a great 
amount of ado when a filly races three or four 
years in claiming races, loses her certificate some- 
where, and falls into the hands of a breeder who 
tries to get a duplicate certificate issued. Then, 
after photographs of the mare fail to agree with 
the marks on the registration application, all you 
need are a few affidavits from men who have no 
address in the first place and are sometimes dead 
in the second, and from a breeder who may be five 
or six hundred miles away. With these, and about 
$30 worth of three-cent stamps, used one at a 
time, the duplicate certificate can usually be ob- 
tained. Unless the mare in question is remark- 
ably good, it would be better to give her to a 
riding academy. 

Careful registration wouldn’t eliminate all of 
this trouble, of course, but it would help a great 
deal. Quite frequently 2-year-olds up for the 
first time have to be scratched, on order of the 
stewards, because the horse and the certificate 
don’t check. Nearly always this turns out to be 
the result of faulty registration, though this ob- 
server knows of one instance when it came from 
putting two weanlings in the same stall and mix- 
ing their certificates. Funny part of this was 
that the two sold and raced about as you'd expect 
from their pedigrees, only they were the wrong 
pedigrees. 
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South American 
Racing Notes

IO DE JANEIRO, August 23.—After the very 

successful 1942 season in almost every coun- 
try in South America, Turfmen thought we might 
have, in 1948, a less interesting season, with 
smaller purses and lighter betting. The war was 
responsible for this viewpoint, undoubtedly, for 
transportation difficulties, ever increasing during 
the first days of the season, promised to become 
a great handicap for racing. But the evils didn’t 
materialize; the Turf went on its regular way, 
raised its standards higher. The greatest gain, 
again, was in Brazil, and here we have the best 
season, by far, in our racing history. The betting 
is very brisk, and about 40 per cent ahead of 
that of last year. Purses are up again, and every- 
one expects good prices in the November year- 
ling sales. 


Argentine Racing 


HE Argentine classic season begins in March, 

and then race goers see for the first time the 
new performers of the Turf, the youngsters be- 
ginning their racing careers, and I shall give you 
here the details of the youthful division in Ar- 
gentina from March to August 1. 

The fillies were out March 7 in the Clasico 
Carlos Casares, at 1,000 meters. Eleven candi- 
dates started, and the favorite and winner was 
the Congreve filly Crevette, a nice sort of a filly, 
though a little one. Beaten in this race was 
Aleta, by Strip the Willow, which later became 
an important factor in the division. 

A week later the Clasico Guillermo Kemmis, 
also at 1,000 meters, drew seven 2-year-old colts, 
and Turfmen were eagerly awaiting the debut of 
Supremo, full brother to *Sorteado. The son of 
Tresiete was favorite, but was beaten a neck by 
Secreto, a son of Cocles, which was better handled 
by his jockey. Secreto seems a promising sort, 
though his ankles are a bit large. 

The fillies were back for the Clasico Saturnino 
J. Unzue at San Isidro on April 4. Crevette was 
in the field, but the favorite was the first starter 
Galette, whose works had been sensational. How- 
ever, Crevette was again the winner, jumping off 
in front and beating the favorite a length, with 
Galilea third. 

San Isidro featured the Clasico Santiago Luro 
at 1,200 meters for colts on April 11, and among 
the eight starters was Secreto. The favorite, 
however, was Embate, by Congreve, a winner in 
his first start a week earlier, and Embate won 
by a length and a half, with Secreto two lengths 
ahead of Peleador. The winner, at once consider- 
ed best of his crop, is brother to the crack Fim- 
brujo. 

Crevette was not in the field for the Clasico 
Eliseo Ramirez on May 2, and Galette was the 
favorite. Aleta, however, made the pace and 
won easily by two lengths from the favorite. At 
Palermo a week later the colts ran in the Clasico 
Raul Chevalier, at 1,400 meters. Meanwhile 
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Yapeyu had beaten Secreto in an overnight race, 
and he was favored for the stakes. But Secreto 
followed him to the stretch, then came on and 
won by a length in 1:24%;, thus confirming his 
ranking with the best colts. 

The Classico 25 de Mayo, run at Palermo May 
23 at 1,500 meters, is for previously unraced fil- 
lies, and the winner from a field of six was Esta- 
feta, by Rustom Pasha, which beat the favored 
Regata two lengths. Estafeta, however, does not 
seem to have the class of Aleta. 

At Palermo June 13 the Clasico Jorge Atucha, 
at 1,500 meters, brought another victory for 
Aleta, which beat Regata and Crevette among 
others. A little later Aleta won again in the 
Clasico Luis M. Campos, at 1,500 meters, beating 
Moldava. She had a difficult time, however, and 
observers predicted that she would not stay well 
in the Polla de Potrancas, the Argentine One 
Thousand Guineas. 

It was a solid prediction, for Aleta was beaten 
in the Polla de Potrancas August 1. She was 
favored, but proved no match for the second- 
choice Plateria, which was unbeaten in three 
previous starts. The winner is a daughter of the 
Argentine stallion Parlanchin, a good sire. Pre- 
sumably Plateria will meet older mares in the 
Clasico Enrique Acebal and the coits in the Gran 
Premio Jockey Club in her next starts. 

The Clasico Montevideo, at 1,500 meters, was 
the Palermo feature June 20, and there Supremo 
showed good class, winning easily from eight 
others, including Peleador and Yapeyu. He was 
back July 11 at Palermo to contest the Clasico 
Miguel Cane, and was beaten badly by Black Out, 
a son of Rustom Pasha—Black Arrow, the latter 
dam of Blackie. Supremo finished badly, and it 
seemed he had been overestimated. 


Ramazon and Banderin 


HERE was a little more dependable form re- 

garding leaders in the older division. In the 
absence of Tonico, considered the best of 1942, 
Banderin became the ‘owner of the tracks,”’ as 
Argentine Turf writers called him. But he found 
a better horse when the great stayer Ramazon 
raced with him. 

Banderin was one of the best colts of last year 
in Argentina. He won the Argentine Derby and 
Clasico San Isidro, being rated second only to 
Tonico. He began his 1943 season at Maronas, 
in Uruguay, in the most important event of the 
Uruguayan Turf, the Gran Premio Jose Pedro 
Ramirez, in which he was beaten narrowly by 
Profano. Then he came back to Argentina and 
ran in the w. f. a. Clasico America at Palermo. 
The son of Alan Breck had no opponents worthy 
of the name, and he made pace and won in a 
canter, with Pintero, Hijolisto, Avon, and Meloso 
following in order. 

Ramazon came back to the tracks April 17, 
having been retired since the middle of 1942 with 
unsoundness. He is a great stayer although, un- 
til this year, he had not won a clasico. In 1941 
and 1942 he won several good handicaps, how- 
ever, and he made his 1943 debut in the Goldseek- 
er Handicap at 3,000 meters. Under 134.4 pounds 
he was top weight, pacemaker, and winner, beat- 
ing Presa (99) a length. 

Then, after Banderin had taken the Clasico 
San Martin at San Isidro rather easily, with 
Boadbil second and Tardio third, came the meet- 
ing with Ramazon. It had been looked for eager- 


ly, since both horses race in front, destroying 
They met 


their opposition with a strong pace. 
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in the Clasico General Belgrano, at 2,200 meters, 
under w. f. a. conditions, with Boadbil and El 
Venteveo also in the field. Ramazon took the 
lead at first, with Banderin in second place. The 
pace was very fast, but Ramazon kept it so all 
the way, and in the stretch Banderin tired, so 
that El Venteveo beat him a half-length for sec- 
ond place, with Ramazon winning easily by two 
lengths. The time was 2:14 and Ramazon, a son 
of Diadochos, is undoubtedly a great racer. How- 
ever, he is a hard-luck horse, and after the Gen- 
eral Belgrano he went lame again, and his train- 
ing was eased, leaving Banderin at the top of the 
active list. 

Other important races include the 1,400-meter 
Clasico General Francisco B. Bosch, for fillies and 
mares, in which Xanthis, by Cocles, defeated the 
favored Ridere, and the Clasico Gilbert Lerena, 
also for fillies and mares, at 1,600 meters, in 
which Ridere reversed the decision by a head. A 
foul was claimed against the winner, but was 
not allowed. Fillies and mares met again in the 
Clasico Arturo R. Bullrich, at 2,000 meters. 
Gosse, a daughter of Congreve, made a slow pace 
and beat the fast-closing Xanthis by three parts 
of a length, profiting somewhat by the slow early 
going. Gosse and Xanthis met again in the Clasi- 
co Miguel Angel y T. Juarez Celman, at 2,200 
meters, at Palermo June 27, along with Judea 
and Rendija, the latter a daughter of Asteroide 
which had been considered the best of her sex 
in Uruguay. She was making her first start in 
Argentina, and won cleverly, though only by a 
neck. Gosse was second, with Judea and Xanthis 
in order, and the race gave Uruguay the honor 
of having bred the best mare in training in South 
America. Another filly race was the Suipacha 
Handicap at San Isidro July 3, but the winner, 
Piedrita,; by Maron, is of no such class as Ren- 
dija and the others. The Suipacha third, Grata, 
by Technique, won the San Lorenzo Handicap 
at Palermo July 17. 

Aside from the fillies and mares, other good 
races included the Hipodromo Argentino Handi- 
cap at 2,100 meters, won impressively by Remo- 
lon, by Requiebro, and the Salvador H. Boucau 
Handicap at 3,000 meters on July 12, in which 
Michelangelo (by Diadochos) was the winner 
from Romano II and Chopo. The very important 
Clasico Chacabuco, at 3,000 meters, was run July 
24 at San Isidro, but only Banderin and Bubalco 
started. The latter, far off his best form, was 
no match for Banderin, which won easily. On the 
same day the Augusto Tiscornia Handicap was 
run, but the first to finish, Bhopal (116.6) was 
disqualified, and Perseo (125.4) was the official 
winner. In Argentina, as at a number of tracks 
in the United States, the disqualification rule 
permitted the judges to place Bhopal second. The 
last important race in July for older horses was 
the Clasico Ignacio Correas, at 2,500 meters. 
Over a very muddy track at Palermo, Gosse won 
easily from Judea and Rendija, the latter racing 
pounds below her form and apparently unsuited 
by the mud.

Belmont Park 


HOUGH the weather was threatening and the 

track sloppy, Belmont Park drew the heaviest 
attendance of its fall meeting October 2, when 
31,336 were out for the running of the Futurity, 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, and other high class 
races. Admission was by purchase of war bonds 
only, and after the day was over it was estimated 
that approximately $25,000,000 worth of bonds 
had been sold for the occasion. Herbert Bayard 
Swope, chairman of the New York State Racing 
Commission, had telegrams of congratulation 
from Governor Thomas E. Dewey and from Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau. Said 
Mr. Morgenthau in part: “This is an extremely 
gratifying climax to the magnificent work done 
by the War Finance Committee in the State of 
New York, and a tribute to the patriotism of the 
racing enthusiasts.” 

Business during the week was even better than 
that of opening week, with the daily average 
turnover running above $1,800,000. On Septem- 
ber 30, with only the Vosburgh Handicap as a 
feature, a crowd of 23,377 was out, and the turn- 
over passed $2,000,000, the highest figure ever 
recorded for a program which was neither on a 
Saturday nor a holiday. It seems certain that 
when the meeting ends October 9 it will have 
set a new record average in betting. 

Closing week will see decision of the Ladies’ 
Handicap on October 5, the Grand National 
Steeplechase Handicap on October 6, and the 
Champagne Stakes and New York Handicap on 
October 9. Entries to the Champagne include 
Thread o’ Gold, Pressure, Ravenala, *Bellwether, 
Pensive, Alorter, Dustman, Tambo, Que Hora, 
Rodney Stone, Cocopet, Eternity, Occupy, Jezra- 
hel, Boy Knight, Boojiana, and Lucky Draw, and 
there is considerable interest in seeing how the 
better juveniles fancy the one mile distance.

The moral of the Realization seemed to be 
that if you run often enough against the best sur- 
viving 3-year-olds you can occasionally beat them, 
since all of them seem subject to weak moments. 
The Realization drew a good field, considering 
what was left to draw from, though *Princequillo 
was withdrawn to await the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup. This left Slide Rule, the leading money- 
winner of his division yet in action, as certain 
favorite, for he had beaten Eurasian convincing- 
ly in the Jerome Handicap, and none of the others 
had won stakes this season. As a running mate 


he had Oregon, which had won his only start. But 
the race ended almost exactly in reverse of the 
betting odds. 
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Eurasian had his usual early speed and was 
clear of the field after a half-mile. Next to him 
was the utter outsider, Foxcatcher Farm’s Fairy 
Manhurst, which was certainly bred to be a good 
horse but had not succeeded in living up to his 
pedigree. Though he had been chasing the better 
3-year-olds around all season, neither Owner Wil- 
liam du Pont nor Trainer Richard E. Handlen 
had given up on him, and Fairy Manhurst justi- 
fied their confidence as soundly as the occasion 
permitted, closing gradually on Eurasian, putting 
him away on the far turn, and then drawing out 
to win easily. *Famous Victory moved about the 
same time, taking second place, but lost it again 
to Eurasian in the stretch, and Bourmont made 
up a little ground to be fourth. Slide Rule began 
to fall out of contention after a half-mile, giving 
a very dull performance, and Oregon was never a 
factor.

At Aqueduct on opening day Wait a Bit scored 
an eight-length victory in the Bay Shore Handi- 
cap, setting a new track record for the seven 
furlongs, but the form was minimized because 
alert Johnny Longden, taking advantage of the 
fact that the starting gate had broken down and 
George Cassidy was starting with a flag, broke 
Wait a Bit in full stride and beat the start very 
decidedly. Wait a Bit confirmed this by drop- 
ping two Class C handicaps, but he ran a sterling 
race in the Vosburgh, running well back for a 
half-mile, then coming fast on the inside and 
standing the drive gamely. Sun Again moved 
from even farther back and later, though he was 
not gaining on the winner. Adulator, pacemaker 
for six furlongs, was bothered by Wait a Bit near 
the finish, though he was being passed at the 
time. Ringmenow ran close up all the way and 
also had some trouble in mid-stretch when Wait 
a Bit swerved over. Signator, ending a string 
of four straight wins, had no apparent excuse. 

Wait a Bit has started 68 times, won 12 races, 
finished second 13 times, third 13 times, and he 
has earned $34,840. The current season is con- 
siderably his best, as he also won the Gentilly 
Handicap during the meeting at the Fair Grounds 
last winter, and has won $23,135 of his total this 
year.

Dance Team and Thumbs Up 


As a part of its October 2 program, Belmont 
Park ran two $10,000 added events as_ over- 
night races, though they were of stakes value 
and drew stakes horses. It is perhaps an ade- 
quate commentary on the quality of the program 
that such races could be relegated to a secondary 
position. 

The 6'.-furlong El Alamein Handicap was for 
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2-year-olds not in the Futurity, and it drew a 
field considerably larger than that of the Fu- 
turity, and not so much behind it in class. The 
best liked entries, however, including the favor- 
ed Lucky Draw, the second-choice Alorter, and 
such other good ones as Thread o’ Gold, Black 
Badge, and Ogham, ran disappointingly, and the 
winner was Longchamps Farm’s home-bred Dance 
Team, a bay gelding by *Cohort—-Themesong, by 
High Time, which earned a purse of $9,350 for 
his effort, running the distance in 1:17%;5, one- 
fifth of a second less than it took Occupy to win 
the Futurity. Dance Team, however, had up 
only 115 pounds. 

Seven handicap horses met in the Tunisia Hand- 
icap at a mile, with Louis B. Mayer’s Thumbs 
Up winning smartly under top weight of 122 
pounds. The favored With Regards dropped back 
to second after leading into the last furlong, and 
First Fiddle took third place. The winner, a colt 
by *Blenheim II—Gas Bag, by Man o’ War, earn- 
ed $7,600. 

Both Dance Team and Thumbs Up have won 
stakes this year. The pedigree and family par- 
ticulars of Dance Team appeared in THE BLOOp- 
HorseE of August 7, page 171, and those of 
Thumbs Up were in the issue of July 17, page 70.

Occupy has followed fairly closely in the hoof- 
prints of his brother, Occupation, but with some 
marked variations. He might have won the Ar- 
lington Futurity had his stable so ordered, but 
as it was his stablemate, Jezrahel, beat him. He 
ran a rather bad race in the Cowdin Stakes, in 
which last year Occupation met an unexpected 
reverse, though Occupation ran well enough to 
be second, subsequently disqualified. But when 
Occupy came up for the Futurity, though he was 
the leading 2-year-old in earnings, he was only 
fifth choice in the field. This, in a smaller way, 
was Occupation’s experience also, for he was sec- 
ond choice despite his record. But Occupy, though 
his earnings are not as high as his brother’s at 
the same date, came back from the race with 
the same title: leading 2-year-old of the season. 
Perhaps a few additional applications of this 
will convince New York race goers that some 
dependability is to be placed on Western form. 

The favorite, against a field composed largely 
of proved stakes horses, was Pensive, highly- 
bred winner of two overnight events, and in this 
the Futurity paralleled the Cowdin Stakes, in 
which Professor Lee, winner of two overnight 
races and untried in stakes competition, was 
made favorite over a more experienced field, with 
the race going to Alorter, Occupy’s chief rival 
during the Chicago season. 

Occupy won the Futurity in the simplest pos- 
sible way. The sloppy going suited him, and he 
was away in front, never to be headed, with 
George Woolf riding his second Futurity winner 
in succession. Rodney Stone, a high class de- 
velopment of the Saratoga meeting but ineligible 
for the decisive Hopeful Stakes, upheld his form 
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well, running prominently from the start and 
holding on steadily, though he could not catch 
or even seriously threaten the winner. The maid- 
en Platter, out only twice previously, ran a sur- 
prisingly good third, while the favorite, slow to 
start and apparently at a disadvantage in the slop, 
closed fairly well to be fourth. Of the others the 
principal disappointment was the filly Boojiana. 
One of the best fillies of the year, Boojiana had 
run only on fast tracks, and the slop seemed to 
bother her. It later developed that she had rapped 
her left fore ankle severely leaving the gate, in- 
flicting an injury which may force her out of 
action for the rest of the year. By Jimminy had 
speed from the start, but after a half-mile he was 
done.

Occupy perhaps has a clearer title to the 2- 
year-old leadership than Occupation, though he 
has not as clean a record. Occupation never 
met the principal Saratoga development of his 
year, Devil's Thumb, while Occupy has _ beaten 
every colt with any pretentions to leadership, 
though he has taken some beatings as well. He 
has started nine times, won five races, finished 
third three times, and has earned $109,960. At 
the same stage of his career, Occupation had 
won eight of eleven and had been second twice, 
his unplaced start being a disqualification from 
second place, and had earned $178,715. 

Occupy was bred by his owner at Thomas Carr 
Piatt’s Crestwood Farm, Lexington, where Mr. 
Marsch keeps his breeding stock. Miss Bunting’s 
1942 foal, a filly, was sold at the Keeneland Sales 
in August, went to Leslie Combs II, as agent for 
Mrs. Elizabeth Graham Lewis, for $7,000.

Fairy Manhurst, winner of the Lawrence 


Realization only four days earlier, set the pace 
into the last furlong, and Johnny Longden re- 
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strained him as much as he could, expecting 
*Princequillo’s closing rush. Llanero was second 
during the early stages, with *Princequillo third, 
and the favored Bolingbroke fourth. Entering 
the stretch *Princequillo went to the outside at 
first, then was steered to the rail in the last fur- 
long, and he easily put away Fairy Manhurst, 
drew out steadily to the finish. Bolingbroke drop- 
ped too far back, and though he closed a great 
deal of ground in the stretch he could not threaten 
for either first or second. Llanero was not perse- 
vered with in the last furlongs, and Oregon, al- 
ways outrun, broke down in the stretch. 

*Princequillo, imported by his Irish breeder, L.

Hawthorne 


HE Hawthorne meeting has two more weeks 

to run, the program of October 2 being the 
twenty-third dey of a 35-day meeting. The stakes 
event of the Saturday card was the 1'-mile 
Hawthorne Handicap, won for the second year 
by David Straus’ Daily Trouble, which has won 
no other stakes event. The best supporting event 
was a $1,500 handicap at six furlongs, which 
drew nine starters, with Harvard Square install- 
ed as favorite. The race resulted in a consider- 
able surprise when Happy Hour Farm’s Martian, 
a *Sickle—Stray Leaves gelding which was at 
25 to 1 in the betting, drew away from his field 
to win handily. 

Of the remaining seven races, three were under 
allowance conditions, but two were written in 
such a way as to be open only to selling platers. 
There was considerable opposition to such races 
during the early part of the Arlington Park meet- 
ing, and in fact they were largely discontinued, 
but apparently there was no objection at Haw- 
thorne. A six-furlong event for platers grading 
down from $2,000 went to Mrs. M. G. Farn- 
worth’s Havaheart, a 3-year-old gelding by 
Cavalcade. Platers of the $1,500 class contested 
at 1%, miles for a $1,500 purse, and the winner 
of this was Louis J. Lepper’s America Fore, a 
home-bred son of Hard Tack. He covered the 
distance in 3:021;, to set a new track record. 
The other allowance event was for 2-year-olds, 
non-winners of more than three races other than 
claiming, and this event brought the greatest 
surprise of the day. Shady Brook Farm’s Papaloi, 
a gelding by Port au Prince, was the utter out- 
sider in the betting, at 55 to 1, but he was in at 
the finish to win smartly by a length and a half. 


Sportsman's Wants an Extension 


Sportsman’s Park, half-mile Chicago track, has 
a regularly scheduled 12-day meeting opening 
October 18, and last week officials asked the 
Illinois Racing Board for permission to hold a six- 
day extension, with the war relief fund and 
various charities sharing the profit of the addi- 
tional days. The Racing Board has indicated its 
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approval, but the dates have not been officially 
approved. A six-day extension at Sportsman’s 
Park before the spring meeting collected $85,370 
for the Chicago Tribune Charities.

I served my jockey apprenticeship 
with Frank McGrath, trainer of Peter Pan, Denis Boy, 
Topical, Amounis, once conqueror of Phar Lap (I 
believe it was record time at Rosehill race course at 
Sydney ), and a host of other champions. 

At the time the war broke out I was just getting 
back into the game after serving a period of sus- 
pension, but instead of keeping on riding I joined 
the A. I. F., and went to the Middle East. After a 
couple of years of service I came home and was 
discharged, then puttered around until I got my 
health back. Then I joined the ranks of the United 
States Army, came here (better not mention any 
names), and after a varied Army career here I am. 

I often wonder about your horses over there. There 
is no reason, I think, why they wouldn't do all right 
over here, although it is a long way off. Well, I 
can't tell you much news, but I'll just sit and wait 
to hear if you receive this letter. My home address 
is Ballina, Richmond River, North Coast, New South 
Wales, Australia. Best regards, A. E. Bushell.

New York’s awards to breeders have presented 
a new problem to partnership breeders. Hereto- 
fore, it made little difference in whose name a 
foal was registered—-the man who owned the mare 
or the man who furnished the stallion—-when a 
foal was bred in partnership. Now it’s different, 
and the breeders are wondering if the awards 
should be split 50-50 or 67-33. 


Manager Olin Gentry reports that Blue Lark- 
spur’s book has been filled for the 1944 season. 
Ira Drymon has had many requests for seasons 
to Challedon, which made his first season at Dry- 
mon’s farm last spring. Pictor, another son of 
Challenger II, is expected to enter the stud at the 
Drymon farm next season. Twenty-six of the 
30 mares bred to Challedon last spring got in 
foal. 


Gloria Carroll, of Reading, Pa., writes, ‘“‘“Some- 
thing should be done about the way our famous 
race mares disappear from the public eye when 
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they are retired to the stud. We racing fans who 
have more than a betting interest in the Thor- 
oughbred would like to follow their careers in 
the stud as well. For example: what has become 
of Fairy Chant? No'foal was reported in THE 
BLooD-HORSE this year. Salaminia is another we 
would be interested in hearing about. They were 
both grand race mares and will, I am sure, do 
their part in ‘improving the breed.’ ”’ 

There is a three- or four-year period between 
the time that a mare retires and her first produce 
starts racing where very little is heard of her. 
However, an effort will be made to keep notes 
coming on them. A letter has gone out seeking 
information on Fairy Chant. As for Salaminia, 
she has a weanling filly by *Pharamond II at 
Beaumont Farm. 


CALIFORNIA 


Bay Meadows 


HE third wartime meeting in California open- 

ed October 2 at Bay Meadows, the only track 
in the state to survive the emergency. It was 
reported that 1,000 horses were on the grounds, 
and though the single meeting is hardly in a po- 
sition to draw better grade horses across the con- 
tinent, it seems that a reasonable grade of com- 
petition will be possible. 

The first day of racing featured the overnight 
Inaugural Handicap at six furlongs, with a $1,- 
500 purse, and the winner was W. G. McCarty’s 
California-bred filly, Jerry Lee, a 3-year-old 
daughter of Alexander Pantages which won the 
Bay Meadows Lassie Stakes at the meeting last 
fall. Another six-furlong handicap, also with a 
$1,500 purse, was taken by Sir Jeffrey, a son of 
*Sir Gallahad III—-One Hour, racing for Need- 
more Stable. 

Several stakes events have been scheduled for 
the Bay Meadows meeting, but none of them are 
to be decided during the first weeks of the meet- 
ing. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


USINESS during the first week of the Rock- 

ingham Park meeting was so good that it 
was announced that minimum purses would be 
raised from $900 to $1,000 for the remainder of 
the 54-day meeting. Attendance has been ex- 
cellent, and though complete figures on betting 
are not at hand, it seems that the average will 
run between $375,000 and $400,000 daily. 

Two overnight handicaps featured the racing 
of October 2, first Saturday of the meeting. Five 
3-year-olds met in a $2,500 event at 114, miles, 
with the winner and favorite being J. R. Macomb- 
er’s Side Arm, a 6-year-old gelding by Petee- 
Wrack—-Pistolette, bred by his owner. The other 
handicap was six-furlong affair with a $1,500 
purse, and the winner was R. Robertson’s K.

ELBOURNE, August 28.—Isambard, which 
has won nearly £5,000 in stakes as a hurdler, 
added to his long list of Flemington successes by 
capturing the Australian Hurdle of £1,200 at 
Flemington this month. He put up a remarkable 
effort to overhaul the runaway leader, Gay In- 
vader, whose advantage over Isambard seven fur- 
longs from home was the best part of 20 lengths. 
Gay Invader set a torrid pace for the first two 
of the three-mile contest over 15 hurdles, and the 
pace that kills was beginning to take its toll a 
half-mile from the post where, to use an old rac- 
ing phrase, his head was “going back into his rid- 
er’s lap at every stride.” 

With Gay Invader tiring and Isambard plug- 
ging on gamely, the pair jumped the last hurdle 
almost on terms but Isambard stayed the better 
to win by a length and a half. Isambard carried 
163 pounds, so it will be seen that he is a splen- 
did weight carrier as well as a phenomenal stayer. 
He is by imported Harinero, a son of Bland- 
ford and himself a good galloper in England and 
Erie. Harinero won the Irish Derby of £3,557 
carrying 128 pounds and the Irish St. Leger car- 
rying 136 pounds. He also won good races at 
Epsom and Newbury and won up to two and a 
quarter miles. He has sired many useful horses 
in Australia and Isambard is one of his best win- 
ners. 

Isambard is now to be put to fencing and al- 
ready Victorians are looking forward to his clash 
with the champion Winterset in the Cup Steeple- 
chase in November. In this race there is a weight 
maximum of 175 pounds and both Winterset and 
Isambard will be asked to carry it. 

A week after the running of the Australian 
Hurdle, a huge crowd which bet £130,000 on the 
tote turned up to see the 20 to 1 chance Gold 
Watch lead all the way in the Australian Steeple- 
chase of £1,200, run over three miles and a fur- 
long and over 25 fences. Gold Watch is only a 
pony but he dazzled his opponents with his pace 
and courage and deserved his win. He comes 
from Adelaide, where he was an ordinary per- 
former. Gold Watch gave onlookers, who in- 
cluded hundreds of U. S. servicemen, the real 
thrills of the ’chase and he broke the Fleming- 
ton record for three miles and a furlong over 
fences by recording 6:041%4. Gold Watch is by 
Middle Watch, a good horse which won the A. J. 
C. St. Leger and other events some years ago. 

The first w. f. a. race of the new Australian 
season was decided at Randwick (Sydney) the 
day Gold Watch scored in Melbourne and it was 
won by the old stager Katanga, which proved too 
good for more brilliant performers in Winnipeg 
and Yaralla. Backers made Yaralla favorite at 
7 to 4 but once again he let them down. Ka- 
tanga was ridden superbly by Darby Munro. He 
is by The Buzzard (he raced in England as The 
Bastard) from a Queensland-bred mare, Biddy’s 
Robe. Italian-bred Breughel continues to sire 
winners of good races and his son Magi won the 
Campbelltown Handicap the same day from a

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very smart field of sprinters. Magi is now favor- 
ite for the Epsom Handicap of a mile to be run 
at Randwick in October.

Death of C. E. Mickelwait 


Charles E. Mickelwait, former owner, racing 
official, and occasional contributor of articles to 
Turf publications, died suddenly September 29 
at his home in Newark, N. J. He had been at 
Belmont Park during the afternoon, apparently 
in good health, but suffered a heart attack short- 
ly after he had returned home. 

Mr. Mickelwait’s first horse was the plater 
Royal Interest, which he acquired in 1916, and 
started only once, Royal Interest winning the race 
but being claimed. In 1917 Mr. Mickelwait had 
the tough old campaigner Sands of Pleasure, one 
of the first good horses to carry the Fair Play— 
*Rock Sand cross. Mr. Mickelwait was also ac- 
quainted at first hand with racing in England and 
continental Europe, spending a good many years 
abroad. He was a keen student of form, and for 
several years published elaborate tables of ratings 
for the use of handicappers. He was more than 
ready to enter Turf controversies, precipitated a 
good one in 1931 by handicapping Twenty Grand 
six pounds over Man o’ War. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Edith Mick- 
elwait, and by one sister. He was buried October 
2 in Rahway Cemetery, Rahway, N. J.

South America

N connection with the thriving line of Spend- 

: thrift, through Fair Play, Joe H. Palmer wrote 
in Names in Pedigrees, ““No such fortune befell 
Kingston, and his male line died a sudden death.” 
He was, of course, referring to the North Ameri- 
can Turf, where this is entirely true. But it is 
also true that the Kingston branch of the Spend- 
thrift line is alive, and very much alive, in South 
America. 

A colt named Novelty, by Kingston—Curiosity, 
by *Voter, second dam Pink Domino (dam of 
Sweep), by Domino, and winner of the Futurity 
of 1910, was exported to France when racing en- 
tered its low ebb in 1911, and in Europe he won 
several good races, including the Grand Handi- 
cap de la Manche, and in France raced rather 
impartially over brush and on the flat. Later the 
late Linneo de Paula Machado, greatest of the 
Brazilian breeders and owners, took a liking to 
the horse and purchased him for his own stud. 
Novelty came to Brazil, where he also won. His 
dam went abroad with him, and the story goes 
that she was a mount of a French officer during 
the first world war. 

Though he was a first-class racer, being the 
leading 2-year-old of his year, Novelty was to 
enter a more successful period in stud. He was 
placed at Mr. Machado’s Sao Jose Stud, in the 
state of Sao Paulo, Brazil, and there began one 
of the most successful stud careers in the history 
of South American breeding. He sired great win- 
ners and stakes winners in his early crops, and 
rapidly became the leading sire according to Rio 
de Janeiro statistics, as well as in Sao Paulo. A 
number of his sons and daughters are among the 
best horses ever bred in Brazil, and he was also 
a great sire of broodmares. 

Dr. R. Fontes Lima, a Turf writer who uses 
the nom de plume “Lord Astor,” has recently writ- 
ten a very interesting article concerning the fe- 
male descendants of Novelty, in the Brazilian 
Turf magazine, Jockey Club Ilustrado, and some 
of his findings are summarized here. 

Dr. Fontes Lima made a complete study of 
every daughter of Novelty which entered the 
stud, but only the best of them will be included in 
these notes. Suppose we begin with Lapa, foaled 
in 1917. iLapa had three daughters, among them 
the very good Rafale, whose sons, grandsons, 
daughters, and granddaughters were very dis- 
tinguished. The good winner Muricy, by Taci- 
turno, and the stakes winners Lido and Negus 
(both by Taciturno), the latter leader of his crop 
at three, gave Rafale a high place among brood- 
mares in Brazil. Rafale, foaled in 1923, was by 
Sin Rumbo. 

Another of the good producing daughters of 
Novelty was Liette, foaled in 1918. Among the 
winners she foaled was the very good horse Lucky 
Strike, a son of Sin Rumbo and foaled in 1933, 
winner of several stakes events and now a sire. 
But the greatest producer Novelty gave us was 
Miragaia. This very good race mare, herself a 
stakes winner, was out of Juracy, by Macheath, 
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and was a foal of 1918. Every son or daughter 
of Miragaia was a winner. One of the first was 
Sem Medo, 1924, by Sin Rumbo. She was a great 
stakes winner and producer, dam of the very 
good stakes horses Zermatt (by Tomy II), Dona 
Sol (by Trinidad), Crecelle (by Trinidad), and 
other good winners. Next came Tocaia, also a 
good winner, and dam of the great stakes winner 
Tacy (by Tomy II), one of the best race mares 
ever bred in Brazil and dam of the unbeaten 
stakes winner Carducci (by Formasterus); an- 
other great stakes winner Toca (by Tomy II), 
the Triple Crown winner Criolan (by Trinidad) ; 
and other good ones. Miragaia, after dropping 
the winner Utah, by Loisir, in 1926, produced in 
1927 the filly Venus III, by Sin Rumbo. Among 
her produce are the stakes winners Cades and 
Danae, the former one of the best milers today 
in Brazil. Among the other sons and daughters 
of Miragaia are the stakes winners Young, by 
Sin Rumbo (a foal of 1929, and now a sire), and 
Miragaio, by Trinidad, foaled in 1935 and a winner 
of the Brazilian counterpart of the Two Thousand 
Guineas. 

Other good producers by Novelty are and were 
spread over the best studs of the country. They 
are producing well, and many granddaughters of 
the North American-bred sire still produce well. 
The blood of Novelty is found in the pedigrees of 
a large per cent of Brazilian stakes winners. Dr. 
Fontes Lima, summing up his extensive article, 
laid down four basic conclusions: 

1. The female descendants of Novelty, by the 
excellence of their foals and their well known 
fertility, place the son of Kingston in a very high 
rank, and we must accept him as a great name 
in every pedigree. 

2. Sin Rumbo, an Argentine-bred son of Val 
d’Or—Meltona, by Melton, was the best stallion 
to be mated with the daughters of Novelty. (Sin 
Rumbo is of course the greatest broodmare sire 
of Brazilian statistics. ) 

3. Trinidad, an English-bred son of Phalaris 
Love Oil, by Amadis, was the second best stallion 
to be mated with Novelty mares. 

4. Another good sire whose matings from de- 
scendants of the North American stallion were 
very successful was Tomy II, a French-bred son 
of Rabelais—-Bigarade, by Philippe II. 

These conclusions are generally sound, but the 
fact also is that Sin Rumbo was a great brood- 
mare sire, prepotent in matings with daughters 
of other stallions and not only with those of 
Novelty; Trinidad is a great sire and is going 
very well as a broodmare sire; Tomy II was a 
great sire of stayers and good winners, not only 
with descendants of Novelty; and the best Novel- 
ty mares were, generally, the best race mares. 
However, the basic point of the conclusions, con- 
cerning the importance of Noveity in Brazilian 
breeding, is very true. The grandson of Spend- 
thrift was the greatest sire of our breeding up 
to now, and was second only to Sin Rumbo as 
a broodmare sire. 


The Male Line 


UT this began as a discussion of the male line 

of Novelty. Novelty sired in Brazil several 
fine stakes winners of high class. In Brazilian 
breeding, however, there were a great many 
mistaken viewpoints. Almost every breeder pre- 
ferred to have in his stud a foreign stallion, not 
a Brazilian-bred. They assumed our own horses 
were no good, no matter what their racing careers 
were. There was (and still is, sometimes... .) 
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something like Bruce Lowe. They assumed Bra- 
zilian stallions, despite very good racing class, 
were inferior, and they made the assumption 
without proving the stallions. Thus not all of 
the best sons of Novelty were sent to the stud. 
In the last volume of the Brazilian Stud Book 
(Volume III; there will be another this year), 
there were only eight sons of Novelty: Cacador 
(formerly Lampo), Nemo, Nijinsky, Sacha, San- 
tarem, Sucury, Kitchner, and Tertius Gaudet 
(formerly Quiemado). Only Kitchner had sons 
in the book, and these were Matupiri, Mossoro, 
Tupinamba, Prestigioso, and Tay. However, after 
the volume was published, several sons of San- 
tarem began stud duties. 

Nemo, Nijinsky, Cacador, Sacha, and Tertius 
Gaudet were not of much account. But Santarem, 
Sucury, and Kitchner are good stallions. (Kitch- 
ner is now dead). Neither were Matupiri, Tu- 
pinamba, Prestigioso, and Tay great horses nor 
prominent stallions. But Mossoro was one of the 
finest racers bred in Brazil. He was the first 
winner of the Grande Premio Brasil (in 1933), and 
he also won the Brazilian Derby, Brazilian St. 
Leger (Grande Premio Distrito Federal), and 
Grande Premio Dezesseis de Julho. He is now in 
the Maranguape Stud, and the one of his get 
which has raced, a filly, is already a winner. 

Sucury was a good sire. He gave us some good 
horses, among them Sucuruvy, a horse of stakes 
class though not a stakes winner, and the stakes 
winner Carpincho. Sucury, a stablemate of San- 
tarem, was a high-class racer. 

Santarem was the greatest of all the sons of 
Novelty. He was the best on the tracks, and he 
left a sensational racing career behind when he 
entered the stud. He and Kitchner were the two 
which carried successfully forward the male line 
of Spendthrift in South America. While Kitch- 
ner gave us only Mossoro, whose stud opportuni- 
ties are still restricted, Santarem gave the Bra- 
zilian tracks several stakes winners of extreme 
class. His best racer was Funny Boy (now a 
sire), a great stakes winner, including the Derby; 
Big Shot, which died before he could enter the 
stud; Ih! Ta! Tan!, which also died before he 
could be used; Bonsucesso, a sire; Buscape, a 
phenomenal sprinter; Bandido; and others includ- 
ing the top flight Ever Ready, a 1943 3-year-old. 
Only Funny Boy has entered the stud thus far, 
but Santarem is still alive and producing. 

Coming from Spendthrift, we thus have the fol- 
lowing top rank lines: Kingston-Novelty-Kitch- 
ner-Mossoro, and Kingston-Novelty-Santarem- 
Funny Boy. 

Santarem, Mossoro, and Funny Boy are now 
actually being used. These are only the greatest 
names—the sires which are, definitely, carrying 
on the Kingston branch of Spendthrift’s line. Sev- 
eral other crack sons of Santarem will enter the 
stud within the next few years, and other good 
sons of Mossoro are expected. There is a good 
expectation that the get of Funny Boy will be 
successful, for this great grey racer, the prin- 
cipal rival of the crack Quati, now is getting some 
of the best mares in Brazilian breeding. 

[Editor’s note: Novelty was a bay colt bred in 
1908 at Castleton Stud by James R. Keene, but 
sold to the famous trainer Sam Hildreth. As a 
2-year-old in 1910 he started 16 times and won 
11 races, was unplaced only once, and earned 
$72,630. He ended the season with five straight 
wins, including the Rensselaer Handicap under 
135 pounds, and two victories over Iron Mask, 
which he defeated in the Saratoga Special under 
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level weights, and gave five pounds in the Hope- 
ful Stakes. 

In 1911 there was almost no major racing in 
the East, and Hildreth campaigned Novelty light- 
ly, running him four times at Canadian tracks 
and once at Pimlico. He won four of these races 
and was beaten to second at Hamilton by an 
older horse to which he was trying to concede 
10 pounds. But purses were so low that the sea- 
son only brought him $1,845 in earnings. 

The next year Novelty went to France, where 
he ran six times over brush, winning two races 
and running second three times. On the flat he 
was unplaced in the Grand Prix de Deauville after 
being prominent early, but then won the Handi- 
cap de la Tamise at 1,800 meters, and the Prix 
de Escaut at 2,200 meters (about 1%, miles), 
under top weight. He got a total of 58,950 francs. 
The following season, early in the year, he ran 
four times over brush and won once, was second 
once, third twice, and was then sold to Mr. Ma- 
chado, under whose silks he ran a dead heat with 
Chut for the Prix du Danube. In his last start in 
France he was unplaced in the Prix du Conseil 
Municipal. 

The author of the foreging article mentions 
Novelty’s racing in Brazil, but records of it are 
not available to THE BLoop-HorRsE. In the United 
States and France Novelty started 36 times, won 
21 races, finished second seven times, third four 
times, and earned $87,813. 

Figures on Brazilian breeding statistics are 
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not available before 1921, at which time Novelty 
had already established a reputation in the stud. 
He was leading sire in 1921, 1922, 1923, and 1924, 
was second to Sin Rumbo in 1925, 1927, 1928, and 
1930, and was third in 1926 and 1929. By 1930 
his production was of course dwindling, but 
Novelty lived until February 1938, a year which 
a little later saw the deaths of the last two other 
great survivors of the great brood of Castleton— 
Pennant and Black Toney.] 
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Sande Gets Another 


One of the attractions at Belmont Park on Oc- 
tober 2 was a quarter-mile dash for former jock- 
eys.
